Following consultations in Vichy between Marshal Henri Petaln and 
Admiral William D. Leahy, U. S. ambassador, and those in Washing­ 
ton between U. S. and French officials, the Vichy government has 
given the U. S. categorical assurances on four major points in a 
long-standing dispute which threatened a break In diplomatic rela­ 
tions. 
Most important assurance was that the French fleet will be 
retained, thus ending speculation as to whether Vichy was preparing 
to turn over the potent French fleet to Hitler for use against the 
British in the Mediterranean. The agreement also silenced reports 
that Admiral Leahy might be called bal k, but it was disclosed in 
Washington that this will not be done. 
Relations between Retain 
and Leahy are very close.
